SAMUEL Ward Arts and 
Technology College is set to 
become a self-governing 
academy within two months, 
the Weekly News can reveal. 

The Haverhill college is one of 
the first wave of schools to have 
been issued with an academy 
order by the Department for 
Education. 

Once it has formally entered into a 
funding arrangement, it can complete 
the transition to academy status. 

This will mean it is free from local 
authority control, receiving funding 
directly from the Department for 
Education, managing its own finances 
and controlling its own curriculum. 

Samuel Ward is one of 142 schools 
which have been given the green light 
to become academies, after the Gov¬ 
ernment encouraged all schools rated 
outstanding by Ofsted to apply. 

Howard Lay, headteacher, said he 
expected to complete the transition to 
academy status on November 1, follow¬ 
ing a consultation with parents. 

He added that the move would give 
the college greater flexibility and 
control over its own affairs, and 
revealed it is already looking at intro¬ 
ducing the Cambridge University- 
designed IGCSEs for its more able 


students as an alternative to traditional 
GCSEs. 

Mr Lay said: “It gives us the freedom 
to teach what we want to teach so we 
can develop a curriculum that meets 
the needs of our high-attaining 
students, and we will be looking into 
the possibility of offering IGCSEs. 

“We are an outstanding school, and 
the governors feel they are responsible 
enough to make the decisions them¬ 
selves.” 


The college will become the official 
employer of its staff, rather than the 
local education authority, prompting 
concerns from teaching unions that 
teachers could lose out, and schools 
would be less accountable than they 
currently are to local authorities. 

But Mr Lay said: “The teachers will 
have exactly the same pay and condit¬ 
ions as now. We will be accountable to 
parents and the Department for 
Education, and we will be inspected by 


Ofsted, so there will be a lot of rigour in 
terms of accountability.” 

He added the college was looking to 
create a “new partnership” to work with 
Suffolk County Council “in a different 
way”. It is also looking at altering the 
governing body to give staff a greater say 
in how it is run. 

In March, Samuel Ward was ranked as 
one of the 20 most improved specialist 
schools in its category, and this year’s 
GCSE results were up on last year’s.

Council rolls out 
pick-up service 


A NEW bus service which 
can pick up passengers 
from their own homes hit 
the streets this week. 

The Suffolk Links demand 
responsive transport (DRT) 
service covers the Three Towns 
area, which includes Haverhill, 
Newmarket and Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

It is being operated by the 
Newmarket-based Voluntary 
Network which already runs a 
dial-a-ride minibus service. 

The new service, sponsored by 
Suffolk County Council, requires 
passengers to book their journey 
in advance. 

Currently, bookings may need 
up to a week’s notice. But the 
operators are hoping to reduce 
the time down to just two hours 
for the service, which runs from 
7am to 7pm.

At the same time the Mulleys 
225 bus service between Haver¬ 
hill, Stradishall and Newmarket 
has been withdrawn. 

Villages served by the new 
service include The Wrattings, 
Thurlows and Bradleys, With- 
ersfield, Barnardiston, Stradis¬ 
hall, Wickhambrook, Cowlinge, 
Lidgate and Ousden. 

Cllr Tim Marks, a Suffolk 
county councillor for Haverhill’s 
Cangle division, was among 
councillors given a briefing about 
the new service last week. 

He said: “People will have a 
door-to-door service and won’t 


need to hang around in the rain 
for a bus that might not come. 

“If I was an elderly person in 
rural Suffolk I would welcome 
this service.” 

He said a similar service had 
been operating successfully in 
the east of the county for about 
three months. 

“I’m very much in favour of it,” 
he said. “There’s a lot of waste in 
transport with double-decker 
buses running around with only 
two or three people on board. 
What we need are some smaller 
buses.” 

Pensioners’ free bus passes will 
be valid on the “demand resp¬ 
onsive” buses as will young 
people’s Explore cards. Other 
passengers will pay equivalent 
fares to normal buses.

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WI group could fold 
as numbers dwindle 


DWINDLING membership 
and a lack of funds has left 
a Women’s Institute on the 
brink of collapse. 

Members ofWestWratt- 
ing WI fear the group will 
not be around to celebrate 
its 90th anniversary in 
three years’ time. 

The group, which has 
been hosting speeches and 
events, making crafts, and 
providing local support for 
women in the village since 
1923, is now down to just 
10 members and looks set 
to lose its key place in vill¬ 
age life. 

President Linda Gorman 
said the group’s reduced 
membership is due to 
several reasons, mainly that 
women are a lot busier. 

She said: “There’s so 
many other things for 
women to do now, many 
aren’t just at home, and so 
there isn’t such a need to 
meet people from around 
the village and for events.” 

Without adequate mem¬ 
bership the institute is 
unable to afford speakers 
or book events for its 
remaining members. It 
would also struggle to host 
annual events in the village. 

Mrs Gorman insists the 
WI has an important part 
to play in the community. 

She said: “The WI supp¬ 
orts village life. It gives a 


chance to take part in 
events, meet other women. 
We still have the ear of the 
Government.” 

The West Wratting WI 
has also followed the trend 
of the national WI, shaking 
off its jam-making image 
and hosting modern 
events. In recent years, 
West Wratting members 
have gone hang-gliding 
and attended Ladies Day at 
the races in Newmarket. 

When Mrs Gorman first 
joined the West Wratting WI 
in 1990 she said there were 
around 40 members and it 
was an ideal way to get to 
know other ladies in the 
village, as well as take part 
in events and visit places 
she would not otherwise 
have had the chance to do. 

In a recent parish news¬ 
letter, a message from the 
group pleaded: “Please 
don’t let West Wratting WI 
die” and encouraged peo¬ 
ple to join part of the 
largest voluntary women’s 
organisation in the UK. 

Its next meeting is on 
Tuesday, September 28 at 
7.30 in the village hall and 
new members are wel¬ 
come.

Children 
lag behind 

POOR children in the 
region lag behind 
better-off peers due to 
socially-selective 
school admissions, a 
new report claims. 
Research by children’s 
charity Barnardo’s 
found in 2009 just 24 
per cent of children in 
the East of England 
who are eligible for free 
school meals achieved 
five or more A*-C 
grades at GCSE - 
compared to 54 per 
cent of those not 
eligible. 

The charity says better- 
off parents can move 
closer to preferred 
schools, hire private 
tutors or go to church 
to get their children into 
faith schools, while 
“many poorer parents 
find it impossible to 
navigate the daunting 
school admissions 
system”. 

The report said: “Fre¬ 
quent house moves, a 
lack of spoken or 
written English, 
disability or learning 
difficulty, and domestic 
violence, are just some 
of the circumstances 
which lead to many 
parents failing to 
submit an application 
for their child at all.” 
Martin Narey, Barnar¬ 
do’s chief executive, 
said: “The school 
admissions system 
has become a complex 
game, one many par¬ 
ents in poorer 
households are not 
aware is going on.” 

Girls leave 
boys trailing 

CHILDREN in Cam- 
bridgeshire primary 
schools are doing 
better than their peers 
across the country - 
but girls are leaving 
boys trailing in their 
wake. 

New results for the Key 
Stage 1 assessments - 
taken by children at the 
age of seven - show 
the county’s schools 
are outperforming 
others around the 
country in the three Rs 
and science. 

The pass rates for 
pupils who achieved a 
level two or higher 
were 86 per cent in 
reading, 83 per cent in 
writing, 91 per cent in 
maths and 91 per cent 
in science. 

But the figures from the 
Department for 
Education reveal a gulf 
between the attainment 
levels of boys and girls. 
Girls outperformed 
boys in all areas. 

The gap is at its widest 
in writing, with the pass 
rate for boys being just 
78 per cent-9 per 
cent below girls with 
87 per cent. 

Girls also performed 
better at reading, with 
an 89 per cent pass 
rate against the boys’ 
82 per cent, and did 
slightly better in maths 
and science.

TWO MPs have joined 
forces to oppose plans for 
a wind farm to generate 
electricity for BT. 

The telecommunications firm 
has been granted planning 
permission for a test mast of 
around 200ft on the proposed 
site just outside Clare. 

The temporary mast was 
approved by St Edmundsbury 
council despite objections from 
people living nearby. But the 
council said the decision does 
not mean it will automatically 
approve a future application for 
the wind farm, which could 
have six turbines. 

Tim Yeo and Matthew Han¬ 
cock, MPs for South Suffolk and 
West Suffolk, have called a 
public meeting next month to 
discuss the proposals. 

A joint statement said: “We 
believe the visual and other 
impact of the proposed turbines 
is completely unacceptable in 
this attractive rural corner of 
Suffolk. We are not opposed to 
wind power in principle but 
turbines that can be seen from 
miles around should only be 
erected where they are accept¬ 
able to the communities affect¬ 
ed.” 

Numerous objections were 
submitted to the planning 
application for the temporary 
mast, which will monitor wind 
speed and direction. Permission 
has been granted for three years.

near the site at Chilton Street 
close to the A1092 argued a 
wind farm would spoil views of 
the areas. BT said it welcomed 
public interest in the scheme 
and it would put up the temp¬ 
orary mast “in the coming 
weeks”. 

Tom Martin, head of part¬ 
nership development at BT, 
added: “We’d like to thank 
everyone who has shown an in¬ 
terest in the proposal - we ap¬ 
preciate the interest and willing¬ 
ness of the local community 
and organisations to get in¬ 
volved during this pre-applic¬ 
ation stage - we’ve had many 
positive discussions. 

“More than 250 visitors 
attended the recent exhibition 
in Clare allowing members of 
the BT team to meet local 
people, listen to their views and 
answer their questions. We are 
at the early stage of developing a 
site layout and will now under¬ 
take more detailed environmen¬ 
tal impact studies.”

More homes in 
boundary plan

FARMERS have been targeted 
in a spate of arson attacks - 
triggering a police crackdown. 

Police in Cambridgeshire are 
joining forces with the fire service to 
tackle the threat after a series of fires 
were started in straw stacks. 

Officers have issued a warning to 
the arsonists, who are putting their 
own and other people’s lives at risk. 

From April 1 to August 8, there have 
been 20 straw blazes sparked by 
arsonists including three in East 
Cambridgeshire, and five in South 
Cambridgeshire.

Officers who form the Rural 
Community Action Team (RCAT) are 
teaming up with Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue and Cambridgeshire 
Countryside Watch to launch Oper¬ 
ation Armitage. 

Pc Robin Smith, who is leading the 
operation, said: “RCAT continues to 
support the rural community with 
partner agencies, and any person 
found committing arson will be dealt 
with. 


“These fires cost businesses 
thousands of pounds and have a 
dramatic effect on the rural 
community. 

“With weather conditions leading 
to a shortage of hay this year it is vital 
that we crack down on these offend¬ 
ers.” 

He added: “There is also an import¬ 
ant safety issue to consider. 

“Those responsible are not only 
risking their own lives but potentially 
the lives of others.” 

Martin Boome, arson investigation 
unit officer for Cambridgeshire, said: 


“The fire service takes a strong view 
about any kind of fire which is started 
deliberately - including stack fires. 

“This type of fire has the potential 
to kill not only those in the nearby 
vicinity, but also the arsonists 
themselves. 

“We are working closely with the 
police to reduce this type of fire and to 
bring offenders to justice.”

A PATIENT has spoken 
of the “new lease of 
life” he received after 
having knee joint re¬ 
placement surgery. 

Retired horticulturalist 
John Hewson told the aud¬ 
ience at West Suffolk Hosp¬ 
ital’s annual meeting that 
the surgery had eliminated a 
limp. 

The trust which runs the 
Bury St Edmunds Hospital, 
where patients from Hav¬ 
erhill are treated, highlight¬ 
ed its treatment of knee and 
hip replacement patients at 
the meeting. 

Mr Hewson said: “I used 
to walk like Long John Silver 
on his wooden leg. I was 
sent home a few days after 
my operation and within a 
few weeks of having my knee 
joint replaced I am walking 
well and without a limp. 

“It has given me a new 
lease of life and after having 
been nervous about the 
operation I am now looking 
forward to having my other 
knee replaced in December.” 

Willem Schenk, consultant 
orthopaedic surgeon at the 
hospital, told the meeting 
that more than 400 knee 
replacements are now carr¬ 
ied out each year and the 
length of stay in hospital can 
be as little as three days. 

In 1981, only six knee 
replacement operations 
were carried out and the

Research to revive plays 


NEGLECTED historic plays are 
to be brought back to life by 
academics from Cambridge. 

Anglia Ruskin University has teamed 
up with the Theatre Royal in Bury St 
Edmunds to discover how drama was 
performed more than 200 years ago. 

The university’s English and history 
departments have joined forces with the 
Georgian theatre to study how plays 
were performed in the 18th and early 
19th centuries, which will allow it to 
bring forgotten favourites from the era 
back to the stage. 

The collaboration came together in 
2009 after Dr lulia Swindell, a research 
fellow in English, saw a performance of 
the Theatre Royal’s revival of the comedy 
He’s Much to Blame by Thomas Holcroft, 
and spoke with the theatre’s artistic 
director Colin Blumenau about

researching the dynamics of 18th and 
19th century theatre in a Georgian 
playhouse. 

David Taylor, a graduate student from 
Cambridge University’s Trinity College, 
is to work as research assistant to Mr 
Blumenau. 

Dr Swindell said: “What Colin and I 
have in common is the belief that the 
Georgian theatre repertoire needs to be 
researched and to be supported by an 
understanding of the cultural context of 
these plays in order for it to be properly 
staged. 

“David Taylor and I, as theatre hist¬ 
orians, have been working together over 
the past five years towards an 
understanding of the performance 


values of these plays rather than just 
examining them as literary texts. 

“The joy of this project is that a variety 
of academic institutions, including the 
University of Essex, have been working 
together - it is a coalition of academics. 
Working with a theatre has essential 
value in giving support to the relation¬ 
ship between academic research and 
theatrical practice." 

The university has also secured 
funding from the history department’s 
Dr Sean Lang to conduct contextual 
research on the Georgian period, and for 
Anglia Ruskin students to attend a 
number of productions at the theatre. 

Dr Swindells is now working with the 
Theatre Royal helping to provide 
research towards their production of 
The London Merchant, a neglected 
tragedy from 1731 which will be 
performed from October 1-16.

TWO shops were caught selling 
alcoholic drinks to under-age 
teens on the day that the GCSE 
results were issued. 

Trading standards officers joined forces 
with Suffolk police to make checks in the 
west of the county. 

A shop in Haverhill and another in Bury 
St Edmunds were caught in the operation 
in which 39 test purchases were made. 

The Haverhill shop was one of 10 
checked in the town. 

Checks were also made in Newmarket 
but staff were found to be complying with 
identity check rules. 

Those caught breaking the under-age 
drink sales rules were either issued with 
an £80 fixed penalty fine or the alternative 
of taking part in a retailer training scheme 
for £50. 

The scheme will provide retraining for 
individuals and business owners who sell 
alcohol. It is designed to raise standards of 
licensed traders and to practically assist 
them to comply with their legal 
obligations. 

Shops are required to keep records of 
refusals to sell alcoholic drinks. Posters 
and stickers to remind staff of their 
obligations are also supplied to shops by 
trading standards. 


Smart cards for 
tickets in buses 

A NEW electronic travel card has been 
launched so bus users no longer need 
paper tickets on Stagecoach routes. 

The StagecoachSmart travel card is an 
electronic card with a chip that stores bus 
tickets. A total of 290 buses across 
Cambridgeshire have been fitted with 
smartcard readers like the ones used by 
Transport for London for the Oyster card 
scheme in the capital. 

Once passengers have their bus ticket 
loaded on to their card, they simply hold 
the card over the reader when they board 
and their journey will be registered. 

People can also top up their tickets 
online. 

Andy Campbell, managing director of 
Stagecoach Cambridgeshire, said: “We are 
the first of the UK’s major bus operators to 
introduce a smartcard system across an 
entire operating area and we are proud to 
be leading the way in making it easier for 
people to travel by bus.”

Rail worker fired over records 


A RAIL inspector has been 
sacked for doctoring 
records about level cross¬ 
ings in the region. 

Network Rail chiefs have 
confirmed their employee was 
dismissed for deliberately 
falsifying records for the 
inspection of railway level 
crossings. 

The company said several 


crossings were involved but 
failed to say where. 

But rail chiefs told the Weekly 
News that all of the nine 
crossings involved have now 
been inspected. 

About 700 of the 1,000 level 
crossings in Suffolk, Cambridge¬ 
shire, Essex and Norfolk have 
been inspected in the past nine 
months. 

Network Rail said the sacking 


followed a “comprehensive 
internal investigation” into 
allegations made against the 
employee. 

Crossings in the region were 
not being inspected when they 
should have been. 

A spokesman said: “Network 
Rail has taken action against the 
individual concerned and put in 
place a robust plan. 

“This has seen more than 


two-thirds of the crossings on 
the Anglia route inspected in the 
last nine months, finding no 
cause for concern at any 
crossing. 

“The fact that these discrep¬ 
ancies were picked up so quickly 
- and that swift action was taken 
against the individual concern¬ 
ed - demonstrates clearly that 
the procedures we have in place 
are fit for purpose.”

B arbara 

Urquart’s 
beaming smile 
is infectious. From 
the moment she 
answers the door - 
“It’s so lovely to meet 
you! Come in, come 
in... Can I get you a 
coffee?” - the 63-year- 
old smiles non-stop;

As the Comberton 
woman explains, she’s got 
plenty to smile about. 
Diagnosed with breast 
cancer four years ago, she’s 
battled back from the 
disease and, now fit and 
well, is determined to 
enjoy life. 

“It might sound a bit 
strange but, for me, the 
whole thing’s been a 
positive experience,” 
Barbara explains, settling 
on the sofa, coffee mug in 
hand. “Of course I have the 
odd day when I feel a bit 
sorry for myself: everyone 
does. But I always 
remember how much I 
have to be thankful for, 
how lucky I am. 

“Having cancer does 
make you reassess life. It 
makes you more 
determined to really live it 
- and to enjoy every 
moment.”

Rose Appeal. An annual 
campaign, it’s held every 
autumn to raise cash for 
cancer research at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

“Addenbrooke’s saved 
my life,” says Barbara, 
simply. “If it wasn’t for that 
hospital, I most probably 
wouldn’t be sitting here 
talking to you now. When 
someone saves your life, 
what can you say? ‘Thank 
you’ just isn’t enough. 
Supporting the Pink Rose - 
doing my bit to raise 
money - is my way of 
giving something back.” 

Over the last 30 years, 
the incidence of breast 
cancer in the UK has risen 
by a frightening 50 per 
cent. Medical advances 
mean more women are 
surviving now than ever - 
but, tragically, 12,000 
British women lose their 
battle with the disease 
every year. 

“Thanks to all the 
research, it is survivable,” 
continues Barbara. “But, 
one day in the future, I am 
confident breast cancer 
can be eradicated 
altogether. That’s what I 
want to help towards: a day 
when no woman will have 
to hear the words ‘I’m 
sorry. It’s breast cancer’.” 

There are family photos 


dotted all round Barbara’s 
sitting room. In pride of 
place, on the mantelpiece, 
is a framed picture of 
Callum - her 12-year-old 
grandson. “Telling my 
family I had breast cancer 
was one of the worst 
things,” admits Barbara, 
her signature smile fading, 
just for a moment. 

“Apparently Callum 
went home and asked his 
parents ‘Is granny going to 
die?’... He was only eight 
at the time, poor little 
thing. But I told him from 
the start: ‘I’m going to be 
fine: I’m going to fight this 
thing’.” 

Barbara was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in 2006, 
aged 59. Ironically, she got 
the news a matter of days 
before she was due to do 
the Moonwalk-a 
marathon sponsored walk, 
held in London every year 
to raise cash for breast 
cancer research. 

“I’d also got involved 
with the Pink Rose 
Appeal,” adds Barbara. “I 
had no personal reason for 
doing it: I just heard about 
it on the radio and thought 
it was a good cause. 
Looking back, that’s ironic; 
it’s almost like it was meant 
to be.” 

Barbara had gone for a 
routine mammogram at a 
mobile screening unit. “I 
came back from holiday 
and found a letter asking 
me to go to 


Addenbrooke’s,” she 
remembers. “At that stage I 
wasn’t too worried: lots of 
people have to have check¬ 
ups.” 

The scan had shown a 
‘chalky patch’ deep in 
Barbara’s left breast; after 
biopsy testing, it was found 
to be a tumour. “After 
seeing the patch on the 
scan I had a feeling,” 
admits Barbara. “But you 
don’t want to think it’s 
really happening to you. 

“When the consultant 
said ‘I’m very sorry: it’s 
cancer - and it’s so deep in 
your breast, we’re going to 
have to do a mastectomy’ I 
can remember turning to 
my husband, Neil, and 
saying ‘We’re going to have 
to deal with this, aren’t we?’ 

“Don’t get me wrong: 
plenty of tears were shed 
later. But, in that moment, 

I just wanted to know what 
I had to do to get rid of this 
thing.” 

Barbara - who says she 
cannot fault the doctors, 
nurses and support staff 
who cared for her at 
Addenbrooke’s - was in the 
operating theatre just five 
weeks after diagnosis. 
Opting to have a 
simultaneous mastectomy 
and reconstruction (using 
a flap of tissue from her 
stomach), Barbara’s 
surgery lasted for 12 long 
hours; surgeons also 
removed the lymph nodes 
under her left arm.

“If it hadn’t been for 
that mammogram, I don’t 
know where I’d be,” 
continues Barbara. “The 
tumour was so deep I 
could never have felt it. 

“I hated the idea of 
coming round from the 
surgery and seeing an 
indentation where my 
breast used to be: that’s 
why I wanted the 
reconstruction. 

“And, because they 
used tissue from my 
stomach, I got a tummy 
tuck at the same time: 
that’s turning a negative 
into a positive! 

“Funnily enough, I felt 
incredibly positive about 
the surgery full-stop. I just 
knew that, at the end of it, 
I wouldn’t be ‘Barbara 
with cancer’ any more - 
I’d be back to just being 
Barbara.” 

Although she recovered 
swiftly after the op, 
Barbara’s cancer journey 
was far from over. Tests on 
her lymph nodes showed 
the disease had started to 


spread. Prescribed 
radiotherapy, Barbara was 
also given the option of 
having chemo: after 
agonising for days, 
studying statistics and 
weighing up odds, she 
chose not to have the 
treatment. 

“I hated the thought of 
losing my hair and feeling 
so ill: even though I had 
cancer, I was never really 
unwell,” she explains. 
After radiotherapy came 
the anti-cancer drug 
Tamoxifen, which Barbara 
will continue to take for 
the next year. 

“I was in my 60th year 
when I was diagnosed,” 
Barbara continues. “I 
wasn’t really looking 
forward to turning 60 
before my diagnosis; 
afterwards, when my 
birthday came along, I 
was like ‘Yes! I’m 60!’ ” 

Crediting her friends 
and family with providing 
‘amazing support’, 

Barbara says she is keen to 
do whatever she can to 


help other people battling 
breast cancer. 

“Thanks to the 
screening service and 
treatment, I’m still here to 
tell the tale,” she adds. “I 
would encourage 
everyone to support the 
Pink Rose Appeal. All you 
have to do is organise a 
get-together - I’m 
planning a big party and a 
coffee morning - and then 
ask everyone to make a 
donation. 

“It’s about raising 
awareness as well as 
money. I’d encourage all 
women to be aware, to 
check themselves and 
have their mammograms. 
There’s no point sticking 
your head in the sand: the 
earlier breast cancer is 
caught, the better.” 

“I feel really positive 
about the future,” adds 
Barbara, with another 
broad smile. “All this 
reminds you that life is 
precious - and you should 
enjoy every minute.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Stick ’em up, 
the Fun Lovin’ 
trio are back 

life in their native city while bending 
the global ear to the sonic possibilities 
of exuberant hip-hop gangster-rock 
merged with lounge music, funk, 
Mariachi trumpets and bassomatic 
Barry White. 

Like The Killers and Kings of Leon 
today, the UK loved them first, the 
most; whip-smart story-tellers in 
smarter Savile Row suits, who told 
vibrant, satirical, comically tall tales of 
living large in the neon metropolis via 
music, drugs, crime and existential 
ennui. With a penchant for a beautiful 
“lady”. 

They’ve been missing for five 
frustrating years - forced into musical 
limbo while a court case with an ex¬ 
manager was finally resolved. 

But now they’re back, with a new 
album and a new tour, which stops off 
at The Junction in Cambridge on 
Thursday, September 16. 

Formed in New York in 1993 by 
nightclub-working colleagues Huey 
and Fast, founding songwriter, multi¬ 
instrumentalist, programmer and 
world-class trumpet impresario, FLC 
gate-crashed the euphoric Britpop 
party in 1996 and brought along 
some unexpectedly unique swag, the 
generational classic album Come Find 


I o-one can really do what 
the Fun Lovin’ Criminals 
do,” announces vocalist, 
lyricist, guitarist and twinkle¬ 
eyed wise-guy Huey Morgan. 

“We aren’t trying to keep up with 
the Joneses ‘cos there are no 


Joneses. There s just us, who sound 
like us.” 

They are, still, the world’s finest 
and only purveyors of cinematic hobo 
hip-hop rock ‘n’ roll blues-jazz soul- 
review vibes. The planet’s best-loved 
“cousins from New York” who, 
through the mid-late 90s, chronicled

Yourself, which gave us the cackling 
refrain “stick ’em up punk, it’s the Fun 
Lovin Criminal” and the Pulp 
Fiction -sampling Scooby Snacks, 

“1995 to 2000 was living the 
dream for us,” smiles Fast. “It was 
just non-stop fun. We were out on 
tour for five years, we lived it and we 
don’t have any regrets.” 

During their five-year hiatus, the 
brothers Crim, including drummer, co¬ 
songwriter and backing rapper Frank 
Benbini (aka The Rhythm Man) found 
other creative outlets. Frank and Fast 
share a love of Prince, resulting in a 
collaborative project to re-record 
Purple Rain as a reggae album. 

Fast also DJs while Frank writes 
kids books and is also working on a 
musical. 

But it’s 41-year-old Huey who’s 
become a Renaissance Man, a gifted 
radio, TV and media personality who 


had a waxwork in Madame Tussauds. 
He also hosts award-winning The 
Huey Show on BBC6 Radio in London 
while on MTV he presents Slips, a 
boy-racer series where kids and their 
customised cars compete for 
ownership papers. 

He’s also completed his first, as 
yet unpublished novel (a fictionalised 
account of London espionage, written 
in three weeks) is in-demand as a 
game-show panellist after 
appearances on Never Mind The 
Buzzcocks and has even been asked 
to appear on Ql with Stephen Fry. 

The trio, now all relocated to the 
UK, last week released Classic 
Fantastic, their sixth studio album. 
Over four years of official inactivity, 
Fast and Frank wrote some 50 tracks, 
now pared down to 13 which tell 
stories, notes Huey, “about the human 
condition”. A party album built in a 


psychological bunker, it’s a 
phenomenal testament to the power 
of unbound optimism. 

“Well, we’re still guys from New 
York,” grins Huey. “We keep in the 
forefront of our minds that any day 
above ground is a good day.” 

“There’s this thing called Noetics,” 
he adds, “which says if everybody 
thinks the same good thoughts, good 
things will happen. Likewise, negative 
thoughts - it’s not rocket science. 

“And we all want the same thing, to 
be a Fun Lovin’ Criminal. You have to 
go through hell to get to heaven and 
now we’re finally out from under a lot 
of our problems, it’s a brand new day. 
So let’s go out and do what we love to 
do.”

ONE man’s quest for love could result 
in a little more than a broken heart in 
Edgar Wright’s video game-styled 
comedy based on the graphic novels 
by Bryan Lee O’Malley. 

A blitzkrieg on the senses from the 
opening frames, Scott Pilgrim Vs. The 
World will appeal to young, techno- 
sawy audiences who live vicariously 
through their joypads and remotes. 
Editing is frenetic, though thankfully 
the action sequences don’t reduce to 
an incomprehensible blur, 
complemented by a loud, rocking 
soundtrack. 

Scott Pilgrim (Cera) is the 22-year-old 
bass guitarist with the band Sex Bob- 
omb, which also includes guitarist 
Stephen Stills (Webber), drummer 
Kim Pine (Pill) and lifelong fan Young 
Neil (Simmons), who knows all of the 
songs and riffs by heart. 

The eponymous strummer doesn’t 
enjoy a roaring success with girls and 
to stave off loneliness, begins dating 


17-year-old Chinese Catholic 
schoolgirl Knives Chau (Wong). 

Gay roommate Wallace Wells (Culkin) 
is horrified and immediately sends a 
text to Scott’s sister Stacey (Kendrick), 
who tries and fails to reason with her 
little brother. 

Then Scott meets the girl from his 
dreams, Ramona Flowers (Winstead), 
and is instantly smitten. They share a 
night together and everything seems 
perfect, apart from the small matter 
that Scott has neglected to tell Knives 
that he is going to dump her. 

During Sex Bob-omb’s first round 
performance at the Toronto 
International Battle of the Bands, 
Ramona’s ex-boyfriend Matthew Patel 
(Bhabha) challenges Scott to a duel to 
the death. 


“If we’re going to date, you might have 
to defeat my seven evil exes,” 

Ramona reveals. 

So the plucky musician must face 
Lucas Lee (Evans), Todd Ingram 
(Routh), Roxy Richter (Whitman), the 
Katayanagi Twins (Saitou, Saito) and 
record label supremo Gideon Graves 
(Schwartzman). 

The digital effects are very cute at first 
but the bombardment is relentless and 
by the end of the film, we feel almost 
as exhausted as the characters. 

Just like the end of a video game, 
when the player gets a Continue? 
option to insert more coins, Wright’s 
film concludes with a countdown to 
more potential adventures with Scott 
and the gang. 

These two hours are quite sufficient.

Expert answers the big 
questions on giant veg 


F or most of us, 

growing vegetables 
is all about being 
able to harvest a good 
crop of tasty produce to 
feed the family. But for a 
select few, there’s a 
different goal. 

As many vegetable 
competitions reach their peak, 
giant veg growers will now be 
taking apart their home-made 
protective barriers and 
supports to find out if their 
beloved veg has reached the 
required length or weight to 
clinch a medal. 

Peter Glazebrook, a double 
Guinness World Record holder 
for the heaviest parsnip at 
5.9kg (131b) and the longest 
beetroot at 6.405m (21ft), will 
once again be entering a 
variety of veg into the annual 
UK National Giant Vegetables 
Championships in September. 

Peter, 66, a retired buildings 
surveyor, has been growing 
giant veg for 18 years in his 
garden close to the Trent Valley 
in Nottinghamshire, which

benefits from good soil and a 
moderate climate, with no 
extremes in temperature. This 
is vital, because if the weather 
is too hot, onions and leeks will 
stop growing and start ripening 
early. If it’s too cold, growth 
generally will slow. 

“People generally get into it 
after entering local shows with 
ordinary veg,” he explains. 

“You often find classes for 
the heaviest marrow or the 
biggest runner bean in the little 
shows.” 

Gardeners then progress to 
regional and national shows. 
The European Giant Vegetable 
Growers’ Association (EGVGA) 
provides links to specialist 
websites and access to 


specialised seeds. The 
organisation also runs a 
European competition each 
year. 

“The secret to success is 
starting with the right seed,” 
says Peter. 

“It’s learning how to grow 
them and putting a lot of effort 
in and picking up tips from 
other growers and reading 
what you can about it.” 

Seed companies such as 
Medwyn Williams and W 
Robinson and Son specialise in 
giant veg and provide growing 
information on their websites. 

Starting vegetables off early 
in artificial heat to give them a 
long growing season and 
harvesting late are two of the 
main necessities for success. 

In the greenhouse, Peter 
uses soil-less compost, but 
once the plants are 
transplanted he uses the 
compost required by the 
specific vegetables. 

Vegetables such as 
pumpkins are easier to grow 
because they aren’t started off 
until April, but leeks and 
onions need to be started off 


under glass in November and 
will need tending all through 
the winter if they are to 
become giants. 

“That’s what sorts out the 
keen growers from the normal 
gardeners,” he says. 

As well as needing a 
greenhouse, there’s a wealth of 
other potential expenses such 
as under-soil heating, costly 
polytunnels, heavy frames and 
sturdy supports. However, 
many of die growers have 
come up with innovative 
home-made contraptions to 
allow their vegetables to grow 
to their optimum size. 

Peter starts his parsnips in 
the greenhouse in December - 
along with leeks, onions and 
carrots, maintaining a 
minimum temperature of IOC 
- and grows the parsnips in 
pipes with the bottoms sealed 
to achieve a long root in winter 
before transplanting them into 
a raised bed under a tunnel in 
spring. 

“It’s a case of trying to grow 
veg steadily right through until 
harvesting. 

“You’re constantly

monitoring temperature, 
ventilation and watering. 

When they get too big in pots 
in the greenhouse you then 
have to transfer them to their 
growing areas. You have to 
plant them under a tunnel to 
grow them on or home-made 
enclosed structures made of 
timber and polythene where 
you can take the sides off when 
summer arrives.” 

He only grows two long- 
rooted beetroots because of 
their eventual size, planting 
them individually in long tubes 
which the root can run down. 
The tubes, which are only 3in 
wide, are positioned above 
ground level at an angle. Peter 
has to climb a ladder to water 
the plants while they are 
growing. 

Trusses of runner beans and 
tomatoes will need to be 
thinned to a point where you 


might just have one specimen 
left on the plant and all the 
energy goes into that one fruit. 
Tomatoes are heavier when 
they are green, hence almost 
all heavy tomatoes you’ll see 
on a show bench are unripe. 

Judges are looking for size 
and length, rather than the 
prettiness of a veg, he says. 

Peter reckons you can eat 
most giant vegetables, but I 
wouldn’t. Giant root vegetables 
are surely too woody for the 
palate and any giant marrow 
would have a tough, leathery 
skin which no amount of 
cooking would soften.

the fall in values accelerated in 
July, but it is the smaller cars 
that have seen the largest 
year-on-year reductions in 
value. 

Translated, says CAP, this 
means a typical three-year-old 
city car, or supermini, is now 
10 per cent cheaper in the 
trade than the exact 
equivalent vehicle in August 
2009. 

Cars across all sectors have 
seen their values reducing 
since April this year, adds CAR 
gradually wiping out the price 
rises that occurred during 
much of 2009. 

Meanwhile, the launch of 
the newV5 car registration 
document this month is a 
timely reminder of the 


importance of documents 
when you sell the vehicle, says 
Tim Naylor, a spokesman at 
British Car Auctions (BCA). 

“The right paperwork is 
essential when it comes to 
selling a motor,” says Naylor. 

“Any time or money 
invested in getting your car to 
look great for a sale may well 
be wasted if you haven’t got 
the right paperwork to hand 
when you sell it. 

“In fact, no-one should 
consider selling their car 
without the relevant docu¬ 
ments. Many professional 
buyers will down-value 
vehicles if the V5 logbook 
document is missing, because 
it causes delays and adminis¬ 
trative headaches. 


“Although it is not proof of 
ownership, the V5 is required 
for re-registering ownership, 
and for when road licence is 
purchased for example, and is 
a vital part of the whole 
package for someone buying a 
used car.” 

Naylor goes on: “Selling a 
car with a long MoT also 
builds buyer confidence in the 
vehicle - but not if you have 
misplaced the document 
itself. While it may be 
relatively easy to check MoT 
details online at Directgov, a 
replacement MoT document 
for £10 is a worthwhile invest¬ 
ment when selling a car.” 

Finally, many young drivers 
find that their dream of buying 
a sports car, or a hot hatch¬ 


back, quickly fades as the 
reality of trying to get afford¬ 
able insurance as an 18 year- 
old newly qualified driver 
kicks in. 

“To cut insurance cover 
costs, the choice for young 
drivers, those aged 25 and un¬ 
der, is limited to either a sen¬ 
sible small hatchback or a 
sensible small hatchback,” 
says Daren Wiseman, valu¬ 
ation services general man¬ 
ager at Manheim Auctions. 

“But that isn’t such a bad 
thing,” he adds. “There are 
certainly plenty to choose 
from, and prices aren’t too 
high if you shop around.” 

Wiseman says recent sales 
at Manheim have included 
good selections of economical 


small hatchbacks, and exam¬ 
ples include a 2004 Citroen C2 
with 59,000 miles on the clock, 
which sold for £1,600; a 2004 
Ford Ka with 25,000 miles for 
£1,600; a 2003 Ford Fiesta with 
72,000 miles for £1,500; and a 
2003 Nissan Micra with 51,000 
miles for £1,560. 

But, Wiseman warns: 
“When looking for bargains, 
don’t be tempted by the 
cheapest car you see as that 
may end up being expensive 
to run and maintain. Buy a 
model that has sold well in the 
past, and from a major 
manufacturer, so that spares 
are readily available. 

“If possible, try to avoid one 
with really high mileage and 
too many owners.”
